The Legal Boss.

When it comes to vot- 
ing the appropriation oi $1,000,000 which Secretary Wilson says is necessary to 
carry out the provisions of the law, we shall see how much influence has been 
exerted by such opponents as the patent medicine peoDle and other interests 
that are interfered with. The law goes into effect on January 1st, but until 
provision is made for its enforcement, it will be virtually a dead letter.

Tbe Kartli’a Iualdea. 

Is the earth made up of three con- 
centric spheres? A physician says that 
such is the case. The solid nucleus he 
supposes to he between 3,000 and 7,000 
miles In diameter, aud this is surround- 
ed by a liquid substratum, outside of 
which is the crust, variously estimat- 
ed at 70 to 200 miles In thickness. 
More than two centuries ago a similar 
theory, iucludiug the slow rotation of 
the inner solid sphere on. a different 
axis from that of the entire globe, was 
held by Dr. Edmund llalley to account 
for the changes in the earth’s magnet- 
ism. The axis of the nucleus was 
thought to have been originally that of 
the entire globe, and to the change of 
its course was attributed the deluge. 
The earth’s internal heat, it is now 
pointed out, may be accounted for by 
the friction of the different rotating 
bodies. 



Genreal Alexander MacK~nzie, chief 
of engineers, turned in his annual re- 
port this wf ek to the c” ' n 7 * rf 
War, in which he declares that $16,052,- 
431 will be required to complete the 
I engineering work on the fortifications 
projected by the board convened under 
the President’s order of last January. 
In addition General MacKenize dcelares 
that in the opinion of govemnent en- 
gineers the sum of $6,088,300 may be 
expended profitably on certain rivers 
and harbors improvements. This adds 
to the outlay of more than $300,000,000 
already recommended by the Engineer 
Department as necessary for the im- 
provement of of the rivers and harbors 
i of the country. Probably no other 
ranch of government work has been so 
neglected as this. Although govern- 
ment experts have urged, year in and 
year out, which is of such vast import- 
ance to the growing commerce of the 
country. A determined effort is to be 
made at the coming session to have 
the annual appropriation fixed at $50,- 
000,000, so that the work mapped out 
by the government engineers maybe 
undertaken. The advocates of this 
plan will be heard here December 6 
and 7, when the convention of the Na- 
tional Rivers and Harbors Congress 
, meets in the Arlington Hotel assembly 
room. The question is non-partisan 
and non-political and has the heartiest, 
.endorsement of President Roosevelt.

Railroads are Ready to Cat tlie 
, “Melon.** 

The railroads of the entire country 
stand ready to accept the standard of 
wages set by the Pennsylvania and to 
grant their employes an increase of 10 
per cent, in lieu of all other demands. 
The “melon” which the railroads are 
willing to cut and to distribute among 
more than l,296.000employes would ag- 
gregate between $1,000,000 and $82,- 
000,000 annually. This sum the roads 
are ready to give the large army of 
employes, provided the latter will ac- 
cept it and cease for the time being 
any further demands for increases in 
all branches of the railway service. 

Several railway magnates have al- 
ready taken action in the matter and 
have decided to grant them increase if 
the matter can be arranged amicably 
with their employes. 

The magnitude of the concession to 
labor is understood when it is stated 
that the increase will amount to a-divi- 
dend of nearly i per cent on all the 
capital stock of the entire railroad sys- 
tems of the country and to nearly 7 per 
cent of the amount of dividends declar- 
ed and paid on that stock for the year 
1905. ! 

There has not been concerted action 
on the part of the railroads but the 
question of increase in wages has been 
the subject of discussion in many meet- 
ings which have been held among the . 
Western presidents and executive offi- 
cials at Chicago and among the East- 
ern men at New York.
